The next year he returned, said he had dis- 
covered a fruitful country, and called upon 
his friends to follow him. He hod no diffi- 
culty in Oiling ten &&& with men, women 
and children. Thej I i«d away, and, accord- 
fag to Welsh ator->' vere never heard of 
again. 


This would not be worth much as history- 


were it not that it seems confirmed by evi- 
dence found upon this side of the ocean. 


In 1670, five hundred years after Prince Mo- 


doc left Wales, a Welsh minister named 
Morgan was sent from Hew York to North 
Carolina to preach to some Welsh people who 
settled there. He remained with them some 
time. One day he wandered too for beyond 
the outskirts of the settlement and was cap- 
tured by Indians. They took him many miles 
inland, and prepared to bum him at the 
stake. The fagots were piled around him 
and his doom seemed sealed. Suddenly he 
exclaimed, in Welsh, "Have I come so far to 
die like a dog at last 1" To his surprise, tho 
Indian chief sprung forward, loosed 
his 


bonds and embraced him, crying in Welsh, 
"No, not if you speak that language 1" 
Henceforth he was the honored guest of the 
tribe. 


Morgan's surprise deepened when the prin- 


cipal members of tins Indian tribe gathered 
around him and began to converse with him 
in Welsh. He preached to them and they un- 
derstood him. But what amazed him mjwt 
was to discover that they had a manuscript 
copy of the bible in the Welsh language. 


Morgan relates this story in a latter sent 
to Wends in Wales. This tetter Jls well au- 
thenticated, but it is the only evidence that 
we have in the matter. So for as we are 
aware, nothing more was over heard of tihis 
Indian tribe who spoke Welsh and had a 
Welsh bible. 
. 
But, about fliteesk -^twenty years later, on

While infidelity 
was enthroned-in power it wielded the 
sword against the, Christian priests who 
were drowned or roasted alive without 
accusation or trial, aud hundreds were 
massacred daring the bloody scenes of 
the 10th of August and 3d of September, 
1792.

With regard to the authority ot the 


Bible "upon any point concerning the 
real progress of our race morally, phys- 
ically or intellectually," a word or two 
may be said. The Ten Commandments 
surely contain good moral principles, and 
the Sermon on the Mount has certain far- 
reaching interpretations of them which 
the enlightened conscience of mankind 
has generally acknowledged. It B. I. P. 
has a fear of mental slavery so great that 
be rejects their • authority, it is well the 
Decotnr police know it that they may 
keep an eye on him. A* regards "physical 
progress," I believe the ancient Romans 
were once so devoted to it that they im- 
agined it would be a good thing to kill 
off all puny babies and all the aged and 
decrepit men and women. It was a move 
in the interest of physical science with a 
view of always having a stalwart race. 
Of course to exalt the divine command, 
"Thou shall do no murder," was to "enter 
into the greatest human- slavery mental- 
ly." 
How the Bible is related to our 


physical well-being generally is a ques- 
tion which I need not touch npon further 
than to say that where the Bible has gone 
there has somehow gone improvement in 
physical condition and science. In re- 
gard to "progress intellectually," I am 
forced to admit that with such an intel- 
lectual pigmy as Wm. E. Gladstone who 
represents Christian belief in the revealed 
word ot God, on the one hand, and the 
gigantic intellectual stature of B. I. P. on 
the other , I am at loss what to say. 
I am asked whether the "votaries of sci- 
ence "ever laid violent hands" on any 
one. I do not know whether those who 
rejected Christianity in the first centuries 
were "votaries of science". I think they 
were about as much so as B. L P., but I 
do bow that the church of Christ was 
^^tfrsecnled during the first three centu- 
ries. Succeeding Bomanempwors, some- 
times from malice, sometimea perhaps 
from a sense of duty to the state," pur- 
sued the early Christians with sword arid 
fagot, bnt afterwards when the church it- 
self became the empire and the bishop of 
Borne the emperor, inheriting from tbe 
old civil empire the doctrine ot central- 
ized power mid brute force and at a time 
when immense hordes of barbarians hat) 
rushed down from the north, casting the 
shadow of their ignorance over and lay- 
ing tbe example of their brutality before 
the church, hastened on the period •when 
she herself became B persecutor. It re- 
quires no great skill nor philosophic acu- 
men in my student of history to be able 
to detect the concurrent causes (allied to 
the natural depravity of man) which Ted 
the church temporarily nnd locally into 
torgetfulneM ot the spirit of the Master 
and therefore oat of the religion of Christ 
It is not by any means claimed that the 
church or any put ot it has reached tbe 
ideal of ite Founder. The time tor tbe 
qhnrch without apot or htomiah ia not yet, 
bnt ohristianity, a power that blesses and 
saves, still lives and progresoes. If in the 
name of religion true charity bos been 
violated, what did infldehVdo ia the 
name of reman during the French revo- 
lution ot 1789?
